A sheep may be fed for one- 
seventh of the food that au ox requires, 
aud win make a growth of nearly three- 
quarters of a pound a day for the first 
280 days of its life, when it becomes 
excellent mutton. For IW days it will 
make nearly half a pound a day. Such 
sheep will net six oeuta a pound at the 
farm; but Buch sheep, too, buviug a 
largo careass, will haven large fleece
